Reenactors will be returning 
for living history at reunion 


Civil War reenactors will be back on campus for this 
year's reunion and will have a living history encampment 
in front of Big Barracks as they did last year. 

Nicky Syropoulos, “69, and Mark Femrite, °72, say 
that troops from the 5th and 28th Virginia will take part 
and they expect about three dozen to attend. Camp will 
be set up just off The Blacktop to illustrate what life was 
like for a Confederate soldier in 1861-1865. Meals will be 
cooked over fire pits, tents will be pitched for those who 
spend the night and all of the participants will be in 
period uniforms. 

The men — and women ~ will arrive Friday afternoon 19 
April and will break camp Sunday morning. All day Satur- 
day reunion attendees are invited to visit the site and talk 
with the reenactors about what it would have been like in 
Civil War times and what is required today of one who 
volunteers to be a reenactor. 

All of the participants are invited to attend Casino Night 
on Saturday in costume. The Valley Fife and Drum unit 
is expected to participate in the living history helping to 
make the reenactment all the more realistic. 


VMI will take 
“| Part in reunion 


AEM: Virginia Military Institute, with its storied 
connections to AMA, will provide a Color 
Guard and a Keydet bugler for Reunion 
2013. In addition, at the Saturday luncheon 
VMI will be presented with a $10,000 
_ scholarship check from the Bob Spilman, 
‘45, Bequest which is administered by the 
AMA Alumni Foundation. 


VMI graduate LTC Frank Spencer, ‘49, 
says that the Institute "was happy to provide support for 
our reunion in return for the courtesies extended by AMA 
to the VMI cadets who make an annual 86 mile march 
from Lexington to New Market where VMI cadets helped 
the Confederacy win one of its last battles of the Civil 
War." The VMI Color Guard and bugler will be in place in 
the Stone Church Cemetery for Founder’s Day on Saturday 
20 April and at the luncheon in Memorial Gymnasium which 
will follow Founder's Day. A representative from the VMI 
Foundation office will be on hand to receive the check from 
the $100,000 bequest made by Spilman. 

AMA's connection to VMI began in 1897 when the son of 
AMA's founder, Charles S. Roller, Jr., later General Roller, 
enrolled at the Institute. When Big Barracks was built iin 
1917, it was modeled after the buildings at VMI. 
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Friday motorcoach tour goes to Fredericksburg, 
then on to the Chancellorsville Battlefield where 
Stonewall Jackson 

was mortally wounded 


The Reunion 2013 Friday motorcoach tour will go to 
the Battlefield at Chancellorsville where Confederate 
and Union troops struggled 30 April-6 May 1863, a 
battle in which General Robert E. Lee lost Stonewall 
Jackson, "his right arm." 

The tour will also include Fredericksburg where the 
two armies clashed in the bitter cold of December 
1862, a battle which took 12,600 Union lives while the 
South lost 5,300, quite a few of whom were missing 
when they left the field to go home for Christmas. 

Battle of Chancellorsville 

The Chancellorsville battle is considered by most 
historians as Lee’s perfect battle because of his risky 
decision to divide his army in the face of a much larger 
Union force (134,000 Union troops against 61,000 
Confederates) which resulted in a significant Southern | 
victory. The second bloodiest day of the Civil War was 
on 3 May when Lee launched multiple attacks against 
Union forces resulting in heavy casualties on both 
sides. 


The trip to Chancellorsville and Fredericksburg is 
NOT included in the general reunion registration 


fee. Sign up for the trip on the blue registration 
form. Lunch in Fredericksburg is included. 


Less than a month after the battle, Lee launched a 
second invasion of the North from Fredericksburg. 
Confederate General J.E.B. Stuart led a cavalry force 
intending to ride around the Union Army, and then 
screen Lee’s advance into Pennsylvania. At the end of 
June and approaching Gettysburg, Lee looked in vain 
for Stuart’s troops to join his. 

The Battie of Gettysburg lasted the first three hot 
days of July with Stuart rejoining Lee on 2 July. The 
next day, Lee ordered what became known as Pickett’s 
Charge. The charge was broken and Lee retreated 
back toward Virginia on 5 July. Many historians say 
that any hope that Lee could have won the Gettysburg 
Battle evaporated with the death of Jackson. The 
Chancellorsville Battle was the background for Stephen 
Crane’s novel The Red Badge of Courage and was 
depicted in the 2003 film Gods and Generals. 

Battle of Fredericksburg 

The Battle of Fredrickburg took place over four days 11-15 December 1862 with Lee facing Union General Ambrose 
Burnside. The Union army's futile frontal attacks on the heights behind the town on 13 December resulted in one of the 
most one-sided battles of the war with Northern casualties twice as heavy as those suffered by the South. Many Union 
wounded lay unattended through the bitter cold night of 13 December with many bleeding or freezing to death. 


This is a painting of Generals Lee and Jackson’s !ast meet- 
ing on 1 May 1863 as the Battle of Chancellorsville began to 
take shape. The next night, Jackson was shot mistakenly by 
North Carolina troops and died eight days later. Virginia Tech 
Civil War Historian Dr. James 1. Robertson says that the 
painting is inaccurate because Jackson had ridden to confer 
with Lee who was on foot. Jackson remained in his saddle 
for the brief encounter.

It also has a secondary goal of sharing information about 
presumptive conditions that would allow veterans who were 
exposed to Agent Orange to receive disability benefits 'as 
result of medical conditions that can be initiated from 
exposure to herbicides. To a large degree it is a reflection 
of my personal experiences with the VA and my recent 
awareness of benefits that I did not realize | was eligible to 
receive, Let me begin by saying until | had breakfast with a 
friend recently, | had no idea | was eligible for benefits. 
Somehow in the back of my mind | thought | had not served 
long enough or in some other way didn't measure up to the 
standard needed to qualify. | was wrong. 

Who is qualified for VA medical benefits? There are many 
different ways to qualify for benefits, but basically, if you 
served in the Republic of Vietnam between January 9, 1962 
and May 7, 1975 you are eligible for both VA medical 
benefits and possibly disability benefits if you have a 
disease that can be triggered by exposure to Agent Orange. 

When a veteran has a condition that he thinks is a result 
of his service, usually it is the responsibility of the individual 
to prove the condition is the result of service related ex- 
posure. With Agent Orange the VA has agreed to "presume" 
certain illnesses are a result of Agent Orange exposure. 
What that means is if the veteran was in Vietnam anytime 
between the dates earlier listed, the VA will automatically 
award disability benefits. Perhaps the condition that most of 
us are likely to develop is prostate cancer, but here is a list 
of all the presumptive conditions: : 

# AL Amyloidosis, a rare disease caused when an abnormal 
protein, amyloid, enters tissues or organs. 

m™ Chronic B-cell Leukemias, types of cancer which affect 
white blood cells. 

= Chioracne (or similar acneform disease), a skin condition 
that occurs soon after exposure to chemicals and looks like 
common forms of acne seen in teenagers. Under VA's rating 
regulations, it must be at least ten percent disabling within 
one year of exposure to herbicides. 

= Diabetes Mellitus Type 2, a disease characterized by high 
blood sugar levels resulting from the body's inability to res- 
pond properly to the hormone insulin. 

m Hodgkin's Disease, a malignant lymphoma (cancer) 
characterized by progressive enlargement of the lymph 
nodes, liver, and spleen, and by progressive anemia. 

@ Ischemic Heart Disease, a disease characterized by a 
reduced supply of blood to the heart, that leads to chest 
pain. 

@ Multiple Myeloma, a cancer of plasma cells, a type of 
white blood cell in bone marrow. 

m Non-Hodgkin's Lymphoma, a group of cancers that affect 
the lymph glands and other lymphatic tissue. 

w Parkinson's Disease, a progressive disorder of the 
nervous system that affects muscle movement. 

@ Peripheral Neuropathy, Acute and Subacute, a nervous 


system condition that causes numbness, tingling, and motor 
weakness. Currently, it must be at least ten percent 
disabling within one year of herbicide exposure and resolve 
within two years. VA proposed on August 10, 2012, to 
replace "acute and subacute" with "early-onset" and 
eliminate the requirement that symptoms resolve within two 
years. 

™ Porphyria Cutanea Tarda, a disorder characterized by 
liver dysfunction and by thinning and blistering of the skin in 
sun-exposed areas. Under VA's rating regulations, it must 
be at least ten percent disabling within one year of exposure 
to herbicides. 

= Prostate Cancer, cancer of the prostate, one of the most 
common cancers among men. 

m= Respiratory Cancers (includes lung cancer), cancers of 
the flung, larynx, trachea, and bronchus. 

m Soft Tissue Sarcomas (other than osteosarcoma, 
chondro-sarcoma, Kaposi's sarcoma, or mesothelioma), a 
group of different types of cancers in body tissues such as 
muscle, fat, blood and lymph vessels, and connective 
tissues. 

Some people may feel uncomfortable about applying for 
disability benefits when for the most part they are able to 
conduct their life without restriction. The philosophy behind 
the benefits (which are tax free) is that the veteran is being 
compensated for the damage he or she suffered in 
connection to service to our country. 

One of my motivations in seeking out VA medical benefits 
is to have a backup or safety net as | find myself approach- 
ing Medicare. Once enrolled the VA uses means testing to 
establish what their services will cost. The most expensive 
charges are in my opinion very reasonably priced. A 30-day 
supply of prescription drugs has a copay of $8. An 
outpatient visit has a copay of $15 and a visit to a specialist 
$50. In the event of the need to be hospitalized, the copay 
for a 90-day hospital stay is $1156 with an additional $10 
per day per diem. 

As a user of the Post Office | do not have a high regard 
for most government agencies, but | was more than 
pleasantly surprised by my treatment at the VA. The VA 
requested that | allow them to do an Agent Orange 
assessment because of my tour in Vietnam. The 
assessment required a blood draw (nine tubes), chest x-ray, 
EKG and an examination by a physician. 

| was concerned about how long the waits would be as | 
passed through the various clinics that specialized in each 
area. Much to my surprise, the longest | had to wait was 
five minutes and then the wait would typically be for the 
technician to setup for the procedure. | am very impressed 
with the treatment I've received to date and have no 
complaints. 

| also have learned that veterans are offered for the most 
part the same discounts at various businesses as are 
offered to active duty military personnel. Since receiving my 
VA card, I've received up to 40% discounts at hotels and 
have been welcomed at military lounges at airports. ! would 
offer there are many advantages to actively pursuing what 
is available and would encourage those who have not 
explored their options to take a little time to see what is 
possible. oo 6 6 6 
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Boards meet to consider new fund raising program

IRA Charitable rollover back in tax code 


Once again, Congress has snatched from the brink a popular tax law provision to allow those 70% or older 
to transfer as much as $100,000 a year from an individual retirement account (IRA) to a non-profit (such as the 
AMA Alumni Foundation) without having to count any of the transfer as taxable income. 


As part of the "fiscal cliff’ deal, this provision was 
resurrected after having nearly perished on three separate 
occasions. Even now, the provision has been extended only 
through the end of 2013. 

While there is no added deduction for an IRA charitable 
rollover, avoiding up to $100,000 of taxable income may 
save substantial taxes not otherwise 
available. An IRA charitable rollover 
will qualify for all or part of your 
required IRA minimum distribution: 

If you ever wanted to contribute to 
AMA but thought you could not afford 
to do so, this plan may be for you. 
Whether it is a few thousand dollars or the $100,000 
maximum, you may benefit by taking advantage of this rule. 

It's a convenient way to make a gift to AMA. With an IRA 
charitable rollover, you may take the standard deduction 
and since the rollover will not be on your tax return, it may 
reduce your taxes. 

You may be able to lower the tax on your Social Security 
benefits using the charitable rollover. 

Those with higher incomes often lose part of their 
charitable deductions and other tax benefits. The IRA 
charitable rollover may lower your income and save taxes. 

Discuss with your CPA or tax preparer the benefits of a 
charitable rollover. Then consider an IRA rollover to AMA.

Having said all that, it is important 
that you know that in a year heavy 
with crisis, your museum staff man- 
aged to complete the Museum As- 
sessment Program (MAP) and receive 
that certification in December.

Let me tell you what we accom- 
plished in 2012 with the records of the 
1,670 items currently accessioned. 
("Accessioning" is the museum term 
for adding an item to a collection) 

@ All of the accession records have 
been properly linked with the donor's 
membership file. Our museum soft- 


ware, PastPerfect, allows us to 
manage a variety of information and 
files. Membership files contain alumni 
current contact information, donation 
history, volunteer hours and any in- 
kind gifts they have donated to the 
organization. When an = alumnus 
makes an object donation to the 
museum, a completely separate com- 
ponent in PastPerfect is accessed to 
register the donation. If the two 
records are linked, a user can pull up 
a membership file and click one 
button to review the items an alumnus 
has donated to the museum. if the 
records are not properly linked, there 
is no simple way to search for the 
items by donor. Prior to 2009, all the 
objects that were accessioned were 
not linked to membership records. 
This represents most of the 1,670 
items we already have recorded. After 
several days of reviewing the records 
non-stop, all of the accession files are 
currently linked with the appropriate 
membership file. 

@ All of our accessions have now 
been properly classified. As with 
libraries, museums have a way of

A Color Guard and bugler from the general's alma mater 
will be on hand for the ceremonies. The Virginia Military 
institute is sending the cadets to help in the tribute to the 
general who graduated from VMI in 1901. As everyone at 
AMA knows, Roller roomed with future General George 
Catlett Marshall his senior year.

In this Spotlight, we feature Paul Karch, Secretary of the AMA Alumni Association Board of Directors. The Board is 
pleased to have Paul on board, and would like to take this opportunity to introduce him to AMA alumni and friends. 


Paul is now an accomplished businessman and CEO of his own 
company, but his early years, and his introduction to AMA, were not 
without challenge. His father was a World War |] Naval Aviator who 
was shot down over China two times. Later, after turning his sights to 
diplomacy, Paul’s father joined the Foreign Service. In 1961, he and 
his wife adopted a baby boy (Paul) and later adopted a baby girl. The 
family moved to the Soviet Union in 1969 where Paul’s father worked 
to eradicate Communism during the Cold War. 

That career, which progressed to senior diplomacy, took the family 
to six different cities in Russia, and later to Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. Rather than live in American communities as many 
children of diplomats do, Paul went to local schools, since his father 
believed it was important to learn native languages and cultures. Paul 
felt privileged and safe, and benefited from the resiliency he developed 
as a result of frequent moves and his exposure to different people and 
cultures. He also developed an eclectic mix of hobbies and interests. 
Those same factors, however, made it difficult to put down solid roots 
and made it hard for him to adjust to a move back to the United States 
during the tumultuous 1970s.

At AMA (1975 - 1979) Paul excelled at sports, especially soccer, contributing to an 
AMA win in the 16 and Under National Championships. By 1979, he had fallen in love 
with the Shenandoah Valley and chose to attend Roanoke College where he graduated 
third in his class. He played soccer there and still holds the record as Roanoke’s 
number three scoring soccer player of all time. Upon graduating from college, Paul 
wasn’t sure how to put his sociology degree and varied interests to work, so he joined 
a large company that was willing to train him as a network/computer engineer. 

His interest in technology continued, and in 1990 he started his first company 
([Caliber Technology]). His growing consulting, technology and business development 
expertise and hard work led to a variety of accomplishments over the next decade. He 
patented a technology for "Controlling Access/Delivering Digital Content" - the 
technology used by millions of people today to download music. He was interviewed 
on TV and for print publications, wrote papers, made presentations, and published a 
book. He also traveled the globe, lived in many countries, married, had a son, and 
later separated. He obtained more than $6 billion in Life Cycle Value for a wide var-

Doug Carter, ‘72, elected to 
Lee High Sports Hall of Fame 


Faithful AMA Museum Volunteer Doug Carter, °72, was 
inducted into Staunton’s Robert E. Lee/Booker T. Washing- 
ton Sports Hall of Fame at a dinner in October. 

Doug graduated from high school at Lee in 1971 before 
coming to Augusta for a single year. He excelled in football 
and track at Lee and played football and basketball at AMA. 
At Lee, he was All-District, All-Region and All-State on both 
offense and defense. After AMA, he attended and grad- 
uated from North Carolina State University where he played 
for Coach Lou Holtz and Defensive Coach Al Michaels. 
Carter's NC State team twice played in the Peach Bowl and 
once in the Bluebonnet Bowl in Houston. 

In 1976, Doug received a BA in history and went to work 
at Lee where he taught history, social studies and geo- 
graphy for 30 years. He was the assistant coach of the Lee 
varsity football team in 1976-82 becoming head coach in 
1982. In five years, he had a 24-24-2 record. He also 
coached baseball, wrestling and track at Lee and officiated 
at football and basketball games and at track meets. 

After the death of Sergeant Joe Josephson, Doug took 
his place as a museum docent and has made a tre- 
mendous contribution to the museum. For his exemplary 
service to our school's legacy, Doug was awarded the AMA 
Alumni Medal in 2011.

Imagine you're dead 


Cheerful, isn't it? That's why so few people think about 
dying, yet from a financial perspective they need to do so.

The Presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association was 
Frank Gilliam, “13, who would later 
become the Dean of Men at Washing- 
ton and Lee University. 

Later, the association became mori- 
bund until the present entity was 
revived in 1970. 
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Tom Hughes, ‘30, was Uncle 
Looney on Roanoke TV station 


Bud Oakey, *70, and some cronies from his era were 
reminiscing about the “old days" in Roanoke when they all 
recalled a character on a Roanoke TV station back in the 
1950's and “60s. 

It was "Uncle Looney” who hosted a 
kiddie cartoon show on WSLS-TV, a 
character played lovingly by Tom 
Hughes, ~30, who had a career in the 
theater before coming back home to 
Roanoke to anchor several locally 
produced TV shows. Before Uncle 
Looney, Tom co-hosted a WSLS show 
called "Tom's Foolery," which show- 
cased inane skits including one 
featuring Bob Bradford, -50, and Bob 
Stivers, 52, as "Martian gut-borers." 

Tom was a television 
pioneer and was the 
first voice "officially" 
heard on Roanoke 
television in December 
of 1952. He was a 
native of Roanoke and 
attended elementary 
school there before 
coming to Augusta. He 
attended the University 
of Virginia and received 
a BS in biology from 
Roanoke College but 
forsook a_ scientific 
career for the stage 
attending a school for 
drama in New York 
City on a scholarship. He ended up teaching at the drama 
school while appearing in several New York stage pro- 
ductions including Orson Welles’ Julius Caesar. Soon after 
World War Two began, Tom was drafted and he was 
discharged as a First Sergeant in the Medical Corps four 
years later, having served in the European Theater. 

In 1946, he became a staff announcer for WSLS radio 
where he did the show called Tom's Foolery which went on 
television as soon as WSLS-TV went on the air. The TV 
station had an estimated 538,000 viewers in the mid “50's. 

The station bought the rights to the Looney Tunes 
cartoon package and as host, Tom became Uncle Looney 
from 1956 until 1965, a bearded, overalls clad bumpkin. 
Long after he had retired in 1970, fans would recognize him 
on the street and ask him to go into character. 

Tom and his wife, Myrtle Lee, came back for an 4d Astra 
reunion at The Ingleside in 1990. Shortly after, Tom was 
diagnosed with cancer which finally took his life in 
December 1995. At AMA, he had been a 2” lieutenant in 
D Company, editor of The Bayonet, art editor of The 
Recall, played Tiger football and was on the track team.

yearbook seminar in Charlottesville. “He would jump on the 
table and with a mixture of humor and scholarship explain 
why creating a yearbook is so important, not only for the 
kids involved but as a future reference tool," she says. 
"Colonel Savedge is revered in this part of the country for 
having dedicated his life to helping high schools produce 
memorable yearbooks. It took HHS seven years to win and 
we are so honored to have now won three times in a row." 
When Mary started as yearbook advisor, students were 
using typewriters to create their stories and laid out the 
book by pasting copy and pages onto “dummy” sheets. 
Now, her students use computers to design the volumes. 
She echoes what Colonel Savedge always said, i.e., “a 
yearbook is a history, a memory book, a record book, a 
reference book. Twenty years from now, these students 
will be looking at this year’s book and remembering." 
The Virginia High School League bestows the award 
which was created originally by the University of South 
Carolina in recognition of Doc's contribution to the creation 
of works of art capturing what school meant to its students.

Museum trom page 23 
categorizing the objects it collects. 
Where a library uses classifications 
like fiction, non-fiction and reference, 
museums use a much more complex 
classification system known as the 
Lexicon. In the past, an accession 
record for a Roller Rifle beret may 
have been listed simply as "Beret." 
Now, it is listed under Personal 
Artifacts; Clothing; Headgear; and 
Beret. Again, this was accomplished 
after several long days of reviewing 
the 1,670 records. 

@ Much like libraries, museums use 
sophisticated numbering systems to 
keep track of each item in the col- 
lection. Of course, libraries use the 
Dewey Decimal System while our 
museum uses a trinomial system. The 
trinomial numbers look like _ this: 
2011.13306.03a. The first part (2011) 
means the museum received the item 
in the year 2011. The second part 
(13306) is the donor's membership 
number. The third part (03a) is the 
item number. In this case, accession 
2011.13306.03a is a paperback copy 
of "Study Is Hard Work," a self-help 
book written for students by AMA 
alumnus William H. Armstrong, ~32, 
the man who wrote "Sounder." In 
2011, AMA bought this and one other 
Armstrong book on Amazon.com. 
13306 is the museum's own member- 
ship number and the book was 
cataloged as a purchased item. Since 
this was the third donation cataloged 
under the museum's name in 2011, it 
was given 03a as an object number. 
(By the way, the other book pur- 
chased at the same time was given 
the object number 03b.) Before, 2009 
the numbers given to each of our 
1,670 items were not part of the 
trinomial system. All the records were 
updated this summer after several 
more tedious days of reviewing the 
records. All of this is part of our 
preparation to have our museum 
accredited. 

During the Museum Assessment 
Program (MAP), the Foundation Board 
of Trustees adopted: 

@ An updated and revised mission 
statement. 

@ A code of ethics for board mem- 
bers, employees and volunteer staff. 
@ A personnel policy. 


@ A collections 
policy which also 
includes an 
instructional 
handbook for 
collections staff. 

With regard to 
the museum 
building itself; the 
staff: 

@ Took a few 
days in the sum- 
mer to remove all 
of the historic 
photographs that 
lined the kitchen 
walls and fill the 
nail holes before 
the walls were painted. 

@ Purchased additional kitchen cabi- 
nets which were installed by alumnus 
and volunteer Brett Thompson, °75. 
@ Painted the second story hall walls. 
@ Relocated a portrait of General 
Roller from the kitchen to a prominent 
position in the hall. 

@ Painted the office walls. 

@ Broke down, moved and recon- 
figured the storage room and the 
archives room. While it only takes a 
matter of a dozen words to describe 
this activity, let me assure you that it 
took many, many days of work and 
coordination and a little chaos to 
achieve this goal. Because of the 
medical problems we all were dealing 
with on staff, this project was 
continually delayed. However, once it 
was Started, the entire thing was 
completed in less time that we had 
originally planned. Again, give thanks 
to Ben and Doug when you see them! 
Without their dedicated driving effort, 
this might be yet undone. 

@ Purchased and, again, relied on our 
friend Brett to assemble museum- 
quality shelving. 

Improved collections care was also 
an area our staff addressed in the 
past year. Those efforts included: 

@ Grouped like items, measuring and 
counting them to make purchases for 
archival boxes and files that were 
sorely needed. Many of the items in 
our archival file cabinets were not 
separated by an archival file barrier. 
All of the cadet scrapbooks in storage 
were shelved but not in boxes. All of 
the video media in our archives were 
improperly stored. All these storage

problems have been corrected. And, 
much to our delight, we were able to 
make arrangements with an archival 
solutions company to give us a 
discount if we ordered in bulk! 

@ Created an internship program to 
rehouse the student files that are 
currently stored in the Barracks. We 
have approximately 30 cardboard file 
storage boxes filled with student 
records that need to be brought into 
the museum removed from the boxes 
and file folders; placed into brand new 
archivally-safe file folders and placed 
in new file cabinets in our new 
archives research room in_ the 
museum. We were abie to find a local 
student, Seth Ward, who is seeking 
an historic preservation degree at 
Mary Baldwin College to work one day 
a week this past summer (on his day 
off from his paying job) on AMA's 
student files. He was able to make 
wonderful progress on these records. 
But, as you can imagine, we have lots 
of boxes to attend to before this 
project is completed. 

In addition to all the above 
improvements, | also want to mention 
that all of the office files were re- 
viewed and reorganized into one co- 
herent system after a dozen years of 
filing under four different office admin- 
istrators. 

Whew! That is a lot of work for a 
small staff. We knew 2012 had been 
a difficult year, but when we sat down 
to review our accomplishments, we 
were all very pleased with our pro- 
gress. It is our deepest hope that 
each one of you will be, too.

We want to express our appreciation for the help 
extended to us in our continued search for further infor- 
mation regarding my father, Henry Clay Watters, ~40. 

About two years ago on our first visit to the AMA 
Museum, Goodloe Saunders, ~57, spent several hours 
with us researching our father's history at AMA. We only 
knew that he had attended Augusta but had little infor- 
mation except his approximate age. 

Our parents were divorced when we were young so we 
had no information about our father’s education.
